In response to applicant's argument that it is not obvious to modify the device of Kenney in such a manner as shown by Kagaya, the test 
for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary 
reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references.
